At  2239  CDT  there  was  a rocket 
that  departed  Fort  Churchill  and  reached  an  altitude  of  about  247 
stature  miles.  Started  with  a brilliant  red  color  then  to  violet  and 
finally  to  a greenish-blue.  The  phenomena  could  have  been  visible 
for  up  to  one  hour  depending  on  the  altitude  of  the  sighting.
